“  I  am  in  Rome  I  Oft  as  the  morning  ray 
Visits  these  eyes,  waking  at  once  1  cry, 

Whence  this  excess  of  joy  ?  What  has  befallen  met 
And  from  within  a  thrilling  voice  replies, 

Thon  art  in  Rome !” 

I  cannot  yet  persuade  myself  that  I  am  in  the  mighty  city 


those  splendid  cities  that  lined  the  banks  of  the 
Nile — Alexandria,  Thebes,  Memphis?  Where 
are  Athens,  Rome,  and  a  multitude  of  other  cities, 
the  fame  of  whose  wealth  and  splendor  has  come 
down  to  us?  Are  they  not  all  in  ruins?  And 
where  are  the  millions  that  dwelt  in  those  cities, 
and  composed  those  nations?  Is  not  Egypt  the 
basest  of  kingdoms?  Is  not  the  nationality  of 
Greece  and  Rome,  and  of  the  Medo-Persians,  ex¬ 
tinct  ?  Are  not  the  Jews  sifted  a.s  wheat  among 


of  that  mighty  ns^on !  I  M  ^  if  it  were  a  dream.  En- 1  ^  ^  capital,  the 

thusiasm  runs  wild,  when  the  stranger  first  views  from  afar  *  ’ 

the  temples  and  columns  of  the  Eternal  City.  As  he  ap¬ 
proaches  the  walls,  and  enters  the  streets  with  his  mind 
full  of  painful  recollections  of  the  former  grandeur  and  pow¬ 
er  of  Roue,  he  is  surprised  to  find  the  city  still  magnifi¬ 
cent  ;  and  if  he  should  enter  by  a  gate  which  leads  to  the 
modem  part  of  the  city,  he  will  wonder  at  his  own  sadness, 
and  exclaim,  ‘  Rome  still  lives !  Its  greatness  and  grandeur 
have  not  all  passed  away.’  And  as  he  comes  in  sight  of 
the  crumbling  magnificence  of  the  ancient  city,  he  sees  here 
the  impress  of  power  still  lingering,  and  he  knows  not 
whether  most  to  wonder  at  the  ruins,  or  the  splendor  of 
Rome.  I  hardly  knew  whether  iny  emotions  were  those  of 
pleasure  or  pain,  when  I  entered  Rome.  My  mind  was 
the  theatre  of  conflicting  passions.  The  query  was,  shall  I 
most  lament  the  fall  of  Rome,  or  admire  its  Phenix.  There 
is  an  influence  still  lingering  around  the  remains  of  Rome, 
which  kindles  high  emotion  in  the  breast  of  the  beholder, 
and  when  he  is  asked,  where  is  the  power,  the  genius,  and  the 
fortitude  of  ancient  Rome'!  he  is  disposed  to  reply,  they  are 
dissolved  in  air,  and  hover  round  her  ruins !  Rome  has  fall¬ 
en,  but  her  power  and  dignity  can  never  die. 

“  Low  lie  the  masters  of  the  antique  world, 

Low  at  their  feet  the  haughty  eagle’s  hurl’d ; 

Yet  round  their  unknown  graves  some  trophies  lie. 

That  breathe  a  majesty  which  ne’er  can  die.” 

I  have  sometimes  wondered  at  the  excited  emotionsexpres- 
sed  by  tourists,  when  they  first  entered  a  great  and  renowned 
city.  As  the  mere  reader  of  their  accounts,  I  could  not  ap¬ 
preciate  the  high-wrought  enthusiasm  which  seemed  to  pos¬ 
sess  them.  1  can  now  fully  understand  these  feelings,  and  1 
can  say  in  sober  earnest  that  nothing  would  be  so  grateful  to 
me,  as  a  draft  of  oblivion  for  one  hour,  that  I  might  rest  from 
thoughts  too  vivid  and  too  rapid  for  enjoyment. 

After  passing  the  town  of  Otrkdi  on  our  journey,  we  came 
in  sight  of  the  Tiber,  and  before  we  reached  Borghetto  we 
crosse  1  the  river  on  a  bridge  erected  during  the  reign  of  Au- 
guitii*.  Otricoli,  anciently  called  Otriculum,  is  said  to  be 
the  first  Umbrian  city  which  voluntarily  submitted  to  Rome. 

Valuable  remains  of  antiquity  have  been  found  at  this  place. 

The  romantic  ideas  I  have  always  entertained  of  the  river  Ti¬ 
ber,  were  quite  dashed  when  I  found  it  a  dirty,  muddy  stream, 
looking  as  the  creek  of  my  native  town  used  to  when  ochie 
had  been  washed  in  it.  Its  appearance,  however,  accords 
well  with  its  classical  epithet,  Flavus  Tiberis. 

Civita  Castetlana  occupies  the  site  of  the  ancient  city  of 
PaJeni.  It  is  beautifully  situated  on  a  commanding  eleva¬ 
tion.  The  ancient  city  was  one  of  considerable  importance, 
and' was  distinguished  for  its  wars  with  Rome,  the  particulars 
of  which  are  detailed  in  the  5th  l>ook  of  Livy.  The  Falisci 
are  said  to  have  surrendered  themselves  to  the  Romans  on 
account  of  the  celebrated  cenduct  of  Camillus  the  Roman 
general.  A  schoolmaster  of  Falerii  had  decoyed  his  pupils 
outside  the  walls  of  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  surrendering 
them  to  the  besiegers.  Camillus  was  so  indignant  at  the 
treachery  of  the  pedagogue,  that  he  scorned  his  offer,  and 
caused  him  to  be  whipped  back  into  the  city  by  the  very  pupils 
he  bad  offered  to  betray.  The  waters  of  the  Faliscan  territory 
were  supposed  like  those  of  the  Clitumnus  to  have  the  virtue  of 
imparting  a  peculiar  whiteness  to  cattle.  Falerii  is  supposed 
by  some  to  be  the  lost  Veii,  about  the  situation  of  which  se 
many  have  puzzled  themselves  in  vain. 

After  passing  the  town  of  \epi,  we  came  in  sight  of 
Mount  Soracte,  with  its  snowy  top.  The  sight  of  it  car¬ 
ried  me  back  to  my  school-boy  days,  and  reminded  me  of 
that  lesson  in  Horace  which  began  with  the  Kn.. 

...  atva  sici  nine  canumum 
Soracte,”  &c.  Ac. 

Here  we  enjoyed  a  fine  sunset,  which  was  peculiarly 
grateful,  as  this  was  almost  the  first  time  we  bad  seen  our 
shadows  since  we  left  Florence,  it  having  rained  nearly  all 
the  time.  Near  a  place  called  Baccano,  we  saw  a  large 
eagle  hovering  over  the  road — a  fine  emblem  of  the  city 
which  was  then  almost  in  sight.  On  approaching  the  hill 
from  which  Rome  is  visible,  we  became  very  impatient, 
and  while  our  vetturino  was  shoeing  one  of  his  horses, 
started  on  foot  for  the  summit — more  anxious  than  wise — 
for  the  hill  was  much  higher  than  we  had  fancied.  Our 
party,  one  by  one,  fell  behind ;  the  ladies  reiumed  to  the 
carriages,  and  when  my  enthusiasm  had  nearly  all  escaped 
in  perspiration,  I  was  as  glad  as  any  one  to  betake  my¬ 
self  to  the  carriage.  When  we  neared  the  top  of  the  hill, 
every  eye  was  intent  to  catch  the  first  glimpse  of  the  dome 
of  St.  Peter’s,  and  every  pulse  beat  quick  with  suspense. 

Soon,  '■  Rome!”  “Rome!”  “Rome!”  was  shouted  by  one 
and  another,  and  every  one  in  the  carriage  gave  vent  to 
their  enthusiasm  in  this  eloquent  word.  Our  road  now  laid 
over  the  Campagna  di  Roma,  a  flat,  barren,  and  pestife¬ 
rous  marsh.  The  country  here  is  very  uninteresting.— 

During  the  hot  months  it  is  considered  dangerous  to  tarry 
one  night  on  this  Campagna. 

We  entered  Rome  by  the  Porta  del  Popolo,  on  the  Via 
Flaminia,  passed  under  an  arch  having  inscribed  on  it 
PopePius — somebody,  as  nearly  all  public  edifices  have — 
crossed  the  muddy  'Tiber  on  the  Ponte  Mole,  which  was 
anciently  called  the  Pons  Milvins,  and  was  built  by  Scau- 
rns,  A.  U.  C.  644— traversed  a  long  and  uninteresting 
street,  lined  with  new  and  cheap  houses,  occasionally, 
however,  getting  a  glimpse  of  St.  Peter’s  dome. 

We  drove,  by  the  column  of  Trajan,  to  the  Custom 
House,  where  our  In^age  was  to  be  examined.  An 
armed  soldier  had  been  put  on  our  carriage  at  the  gate, 
to  escort  us  hither.  We  found  this  establishment  in  the 
ruin  of  a  stately  edifice.  The  walls  ot  the  building,  as 
much  as  remained,  looked  like  solid  rock,  and  were  black 
with  age.  A  bribe  of  five  pauls  was  sufficient  to  induce 
the  Custom  House  officers  to  pass  our  luggage  without 
examination.  After  a  little  detention  at  this  place,  we 
rode  on,  and  reached  our  lodgings  about  3  o’clock  P.M. 

Rome  is  full  of  visiters,  who  have  been  attracted  here 
by  the  festivities,  and  mock  solemnities  of  the  Holy  Week. 

We  should  have  found  it  difficult  to  obtain  lodgings,  if 
we  had  not  written  on  from  Florence  to  have  them  taken 
for  us. 

I  most  here  cut  short  my  letter,  the  haste  of  which  I 
pray  you  excuse.  My  next  will  contain  .some  account  of 
the  religious  ceremonies  which  draw  so  many  to  this  city 
at  this  time.  Gorham.

Take  her  with  you ;  perhaps  she 
will  not  go  1  Then,  hard  though  it  be,  leave  her, 
and  go  yourself — she  may  follow  you — I  pray  you 
turn  not  away  from  the  doors  of  the  feast.

Do 
you  therefore  think  that  you  have  plenty  of  time  in 
store  against  the  feast,  but  none  to  spare  at  present  ? 
Oh,  look  clearly  and  steadfastly,  before  you  say, 
“Have  me  excused."  You  maybe  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  a  long  life,  and  may  think  that  the  flowers 
of  life  will  ever  bloom  in  your  pathway ;  but  your 
happiness  may  be  misery  if  you  do  not  enter  that 
feast  now.  On  many  a  youth  has  its  door  been 
closed,  and  thus  it  may  be  on  you.  Press  hard  ‘ 
You  too  have  no  time.  The  longest  period  of  your 
life  is  short  in  the  eyes  of  Him  who  hath  bid  you 
come,  since  all  things  are  now  ready. 

Are  you  old  ?  And  have  you  Iteen  threading 
the  misty  labyrinths  of  the  world,  with  no  light  to 
guide  you  ?  Have  you  too  breathed  the  prayer  to 
be  excused?  You  too  have  no  time.  It  is  your 
eleventh  hour — the  minute  hand  presses  close  upon 
the  twelfth  hour. 


A  NEW  measure. 

In  accordance  with  a  recent  suggestion  in  vour 
paper,  I  wish  to  inquire  of  your  readers  whether 
one  important  duty  of  the  ministers  of  the  gospel 
has  not  been  nearly  overlooked?  While  speaking 
of  the  importance  of  having  “learned,  resolute,  and 
influential  Christians,”  to  sustain  every  important 
office  in  the  government,  your  suggestion  is: 
“Reader,  shall  we  not  have  such  statesmen?  Is  it 
not  time  that  you  should  make  whatever  degree  of 
influence  you  possess  to  bear  on  the  election  of 
such  men  to  office?”  As  one  important  step  to¬ 
ward  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  I  have  a 
measure  to  recommend,  which  on  a  careful  exami¬ 
nation,  must  be  seen  by  every  one  to  be  free  from 
every  objection.  There  may  be  some  who  may  at 
first  be  startled  with  my  suggestion ;  but  on  reflec¬ 
tion  they  will  see  that  it  is  entirely  free  from  all 
likeness  to  what  is  generally  understood  by 
“Church  and  State;"  and  also  from  all  leaning  to 
any  particular  political  party.  The  measure  that 
1  would  propose  is  this,  that  the  election  of  men  to 
important  offices  in  the  State  and  national  govern¬ 
ments  should  be  made  the  subject  of  prayer,  by 
ministers  and  private  Christians,  in  public  and 
in  private.  To  me  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  a 
duty  as  obviously  important  as  this,  should  have 
been  as  prevailingly  overlooked  as  this  has  been, 
at  least,  within  the  circle  of  my  acquaintance. 
Allow  me  to  state  in  few  words  to  your  readers, 
some  of  the  efiects  of  this  measure,  should  it  pre¬ 
vail  throughout  the  land. 

I  would  however  remark,  in  the  first  place,  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  such  an  object  would 
be  a  suitable  and  proper  object  of  prayer.  If  it  is 
our  duty  to  make  prayer  and  suplication  “  for  kings 
and  for  all  that  are  in  authority,”  it  is  certainly  suit¬ 
able  and  proper  to  pray  that,  by  his  providence,  He 
would  direct  who  shall  be  in  authority.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  on  the  minds  of  any  that  believe 
in  prayer,  but  that  the  minds  of  men  are  extensively 
affected  by  the  providence  of  God.  If  there  is  not 
a  hair  of  their  heads  that  is  not  numbered — and  if 
it  is  in  him  that  they  live  and  move  and  have  their 
being,  it  is  not  asking  him  to  exert  an  influence 
which  it  is  imptoper  for  him  to  exert,  or  which 
there  can  be  any  doubt  but  that  he  can  and  does 
exert. 

2.  The  character  and  conduct  of  men  in  office, 
very  extensively  affects  the  cause  of  truth  and 
righteousness.  Who  is  not  aware  that  the  exam- 

of  meu  ia  o&ce  has  a  {Mweifui  effect,  especially 
multitudes  that  are  far  more  powerfully  affected  by 
the  example  of  men  who  are  sustaining  impottant 
offices  in  the  government,  than  by  the  influence  of 
moral  and  religious  truth.  Besides,  our  rulers  are 
called  to  legislate  upon  subjects  very  frequently, 
that  have  an  important  connection  with  the  cause 
of  God — such  as  the  enactment  of  laws  for  the 
support  of  the  Sabbath,  or  to  define  and  defend  the 
lights  of  men.  If  it  is  our  duty  to  pray  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  cause  of  Christ  on  earth,  then  it 
is  our  duty  to  pray  that  by  his  providence,  he  would 
secure  the  election  of  the  best  men. 

3.  One  iinporffint  effietthat  would  result  from 
this  practice  is,  it  would  lead  men — the  religious 
part  of  the  community — to  pay  more  attention  to  the 
choice  of  men  to  office.  There  has  been  a  habit 
that  has  extensively  prevailed  among  the  most  up¬ 
right  and  safe  part  of  the  community,  which  is  as 
much  at  variance  with  the  dictates  of  Christianity 
as  it  is  obviously  with  the  best  interests  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment.  Because  political  men — men  that  aie 
in  pursuit  of  office,  and  every  description  of  wicked 
men,  make  our  elections  to  be  scenes  which  are 
exceedingly  unpleasant  to  such  as  are  conscientious 
and  pious,  great  numbers  have  habitually  forsaken 
the  polls.  If  they  were  to  make  the  election  of 
men  to  office  a  subject  of  serious  and  constant  pray¬ 
er,  it  would  appear  to  them,  as  it  really  is,  a  duty 
solemnly  and  religiously  obligatory  upon  them,  to 
bring  the  weight  of  their  influence  to  bear  upon 
such  an  effort  as  to  elect  the  best  men  to  office. 
They  would  be  led  to  look  at  the  connection  be¬ 
tween  the  operations  of  the  government  and  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ. 

4.  Again,  such  a  practice  would  lead  men  to  be 
honest  in  their  choice  of  men  to  fill  the  various  of¬ 
fices  in  the  government.  It  must  be  apparent  to 
every  mind  that  the  man  who  should  habitually 
adopt  the  practice  in  question,  could  not  consistent¬ 
ly,  and  would  not  be  liable,  to  vote  for  men  merely 
because  they  belonged  to  any  one  party,  or  because 
they  might  be  very  zealous  upon  any  one  point ; 
but  they  would  seriously  endeavor  to  find  the  men 
who  taking  all  their  qualifications  into  view,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  prospect  of  their  being  elected, 
would  do  most  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of 
men.  They  would  be  more  likely  to  examine  with 
candor  and  honesty  the  sentiments  and  characters 
of  their  candidates 

This  is  only  a  brief  view  of  the  habit  I  am  en¬ 
deavoring  to  recommend ;  or  rather  of  the  effects 
which  would  result,  should  it  be  adopted  by  the 
Christian  public  in  general.  J.

The  Yom  Hacchipurim,  the  great  day

My  belief  is,  that  there  is  another,  a  glorious

The  human  soul  is  a  thirsty  thing.  It  is  restless, 
inflamed,  scorched,  enraged,  and  tormented  of  its  !

In  such  times  as  these,  the  zeal,  the  purity,  the 
spiritual  prosperity  and  progress  of  our  own  church¬ 
es— or  their  languor  and  sloth,  their  declension  and 
decay — is  felt  at  once,  far  and  near,  in  its  effects  on 
the  progress  of  Christ’s  universal  kingdom.  It  is 
felt,  far  west,  beyond  the  Mississippi,  where,  in  that 
confluence  of  emigration,  the  home  missionary, 
sustained  by  our  churches,  gathers  around  him  the 
children  of  our  fathers,  in  some  log  hut,  or  un¬ 
der  some  spreading  shade,  and  waking  in  their 
hearts  kind  memories  of  the  homes,  the  sanctuaries, 
and  the  graves  of  “  old  Connecticut,”  bids  them 
not  forget  their  fathers’  God.  It  is  felt  in  those 
distant  isles,  where  the  missionary  from  our  shores 
sees  a  regenerated  nation,  and  hears  from  glen,  and 
vale,  and  ragged  cliff,  sweet  songs  of  praise,  min¬ 
gled  with  the  evei  lasting  anthem  of  the  ocean.  It 
is  felt  in  all  the  tropic  climes  of  eastern  Asia,  where 
apostolic  men,  in  our  behalf,  and  depending  on 
our  fidelity  to  the  cause,  are  establishing  churches 
and  Christian  schools,  and  the  mighty  enginery  of 
the  press,  for  the  illumination  of  those  countless 
millions.  It  is  felt  in  the  old  haunts  of  Grecian 
genius,  where  Athens  and  Corinth  receive  once 
more  the  simple  doctrine  of  Jesus  and  the  resur¬ 
rection,  from  those  whom  God  has  sent  by  our  in¬ 
strumentality,  and  where  the  men  of  Macedonia 
are  calling  for  our  help.

Lebanon  feels  it — “  that  goodly  moun¬ 
tain,”  where  the  untamed  Arab  and  the  wilder 
Druse  listen  to  our  brethren,  and  weep  over  the 
sod  that  covers  precious  dust  which  we  have  loved. 
The  Nestorian  feels  it,  as  from  his  “  misty  moun¬ 
tain-tops,”  and  from  the  mouth  of  each  old  cavern 
sanctuary,  he  looks  with  hope  too  long  deferred  to 
catch  the  day-spring  strangely  dawning  in  the 
west.  Thus  it  is,  brethren,  that  in  such  a  time 
as  this,  when  the  redemption  of  all  nations  is  draw¬ 
ing  nigh,  our  position  as  pastors  of  these  favored 
churches  involves  a  responsibility  continually  in- 


CoHRtaat  Beadinca*  far  Death. 

A  most  important  consideration,  urging  this,  is 
found  in  the  danger  of  delusion  that  attends  a  mere 
death-bed  preparation  for  eternity.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  human  mind  is  liable  to  deception 
in  regard  to  religious  matters,  even  under  the  most 
favorable  circumstances.  Persons  in  health,  and 
in  the  use  of  all  their  powers,  have  passed  through 
various  religious  exercises,  which  were  supposed, 
at  the  time,  to  be  the  genuine  workings  of  piety. 
But  a  few  weeks  or  months  have  shown  them  mere 
illusions  of  the  mind.  Now  if  such  facts,  which 
none  dispute,  occur  in  the  history  of  those  in  health, 
it  needs  only  a  calm  use  of  our  reason  and  'a  se¬ 
rious  attention  to  facts,  to  show  that  there  is  still 
greater  danger  of  delusion  in  the  case  of  the  sick 
and  dying.  For 

1.  They  that  are  approaching  the  grave  without 
preparation,  must  grasp  at  something  to  support 
the  soul.  They  have  not  the  broad  sea  of  life  now 
to  sail  on,  but  the  narrow  stream  of  death  is,  in  a 
few  days,  a  few  hours  or  a  few  moments,  to  be  pas¬ 
sed  There  will  be,  of  course,  a  vehement  effort 
of  the  mind  to  grasp  at  anything  that  can  afford  the 
least  shadow  of  hope.  In  a  desperate  need  of  sup¬ 
port,  in  a  devouring  famine  of  the  mind,  that  may 
be  laid  hold  upon  which  may  be  supposed,  but  is 
not  its  proper  food ;  which  deludes  only,  and  can¬ 
not  feed,  nourish  and  save  it. 

2.  Stimulating  medicines,  so  necessary  to  alle¬ 
viate  the  pains  of  the  sick,  create  often  an  exhilar¬ 
ation  of  body  and  mind,  affording  great  liability  to 
religious  deception.  We  have  seen  the  influence 
of  such  stimulants  upon  persons  in  health,  in  pro¬ 
ducing  deceptive  religious  emotions.  We  cannot 
doubt  this  source  of  danger  to  the  sick. 

3.  Then  comes  the  fact  that  weakness  of  the 
body  is  attended  with  debility  of  the  mind.  Its 
powers  are  enfeebled.  Its  moral  discernment  may 
be  impaired,  and  it  cannot  discriminate  be'tween 
truth  and  error,  nor  judge  whether  its  religious 
emotions  are,  or  are  not,  in  accordance  with  the 
divine  standard. 

4.  Surrounding,  sympathizing  friends  too,  are 
anxious  that  hope  from  some  quarter  may  arise, 
and  are  strongly  tempted  to  descry  a  fair  ap¬ 
pearance,  when  there  may  be  in  fact  no  proper 
ground  of  hope;  and  their  kindness  cannot  for¬ 
bear  pointing  the  eyes  of  the  sufferer  in  the  same 
direction. 

5.  The  hurried  manner  in  which  what  is  done, 
must  be  done,  is  another  source  of  danger.  Has¬ 
ty  acts  are  liable,  for  that  reason,  to  be  unwise — to 
be  deceptive  in  regard  to  their  real  character. 

G.  Let  the  fact  be  considered  too,  of  the  startling 
and  alarming  frequency  which  the  supposed  genu¬ 
ine  religious  experience  of  an  apparent  death-bed 
has  proved  itself  spurious,  by  the  return  of  the  re¬ 
covered  person  to  his  sins.  Where  is  the  pastor 
that  cannot  relate  cases  of  this  kind? 

Such  facts  as  are  above  stated,  proclaim,  that 
persons  on  a  sick  and  dying  bed  are  exposed  to 
deception  in  regard  to  religious  feelings  and  pros¬ 
pects.  It  would  be  madness  to  affirm  that  pos¬ 
sibility  of  persons  in  health,  and  deny  it  of  those  on 
a  sick  bed.  We  are  able  to  detect  the  delusion,  or 
rather  it  develops  itself  in  the  cases  of  those  in 
health — the  process  of  time  revealing  it.  But  in 
regard  to  the  dying,  there  is  no  opportunity  for 
this,  the  victim  passing  away  to  the  eternal  world ! 

These  facts  unite  in  pressing  the  appeal  on  all, 
to  do  the  work  of  preparation  for  death  before 
the  dying  day  comis.  Then  there  will  not  be  the 
hazard  of  deception  which  attends  the  attempts  to 
do  this  work,  amid  the  distracting  scenes  of  closing 
life. — Boston  Recorder.

THE  nOBATIANS. 

■T  HBNRT  HOWE. 

The  United  Brothers,  or  Moravians,  derive  their 
origin  from  the  Greek  Church  in  the  ninth  centu¬ 
ry.  The  society,  as  at  present,  was  placed  on  a 
permanent  foundation  in  1722,  by  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf,  a  German  nobleman.  At  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  last  century,  after  more  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  of  their  congregations  had  been  destroyed 
or  dispersed  by  persecution  in  Moravia,  a  small 
remnant  found  refuge  on  his  estates  in  Saxony, 
and  through  his  patronage  built  Hermhut,  now 
their  largest  settlement.  Count  Zinzendorf,  the 
instrument  of  renewing  their  church,  was  subse¬ 
quently  consecrated  one  of  their  Bishops,  and 
from  thenceforward  devoted  his  life  to  the  cause. 
Individuals  of  all  religious  denominations  united 
with  them,  and  gave  rise  to  such  diversity  of  sen¬ 
timent,  that  it  was  considered  judicious  to  unite 
upon  some  general  rules  of  agreement.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Count,  certain  ar¬ 
ticles  of  union  were  concurred  in,  which,  omitting 
the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the  various  Protestant 
denominations,  adopted  only  the  generally  admit¬ 
ted  fundamental  truths  of  scripture.  The  United 
Brethren,  therefore,  object  to  being  considered  as 
a  separate  sect,  inasmuch  as  their  own  peculiari¬ 
ties'  arise  principally  from  their  social  organiza¬ 
tion.  Individuals  of  all  Protes’ant  denominations, 
consequently,  have  always  been  freely  admitted  in¬ 
to  their  communities  without  renouncing  their  pe¬ 
culiar  creeds.  Discussions  relating  to  the  Trinity, 
and  other  speculative  truths,  are  carefully  avoided ; 
but  they  make  the  merits  of  the  Savior  the  princi¬ 
pal  theme  of  their  discourses,  and  the  only  ground 
of  salvation.  High  wrought  emotions,  engendered 
by  momentary  impulses,  are  not  considered  assure 
tests  of  piety  as  a  daily  upright  and  humbledeportr 
ment.  The  Moravian  Church  is  Episcopal,  and 
has  a  liturgy ;  but  their  Bishops  possess  no  pre¬ 
eminent  authority. 

The  Brethren  early  turned  their  attention  to 
this  country,  with  a  view  of  propagating  the  gos 
pel  among  the  Indians.  In  1735,  they  tempora¬ 
rily  established  themselves  in  Savannah,  but  aban¬ 
doned  it  and  returned  to  Pennsylvania,  in  conse 
quence  of , being  obliged,  if  they  remained,  of  ta¬ 
king  up  arms  with  the  Spaniards  against  the  Eng 
lish.  Here  it  was,  I  believe,  that  the  great  foun¬ 
der  of  Methodism,  John  Wesley,  became  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  them,  from  whom  he  imbibed  some  of  his 
peculiar  notions.  In  1742,  they  settled  in  the  forks 
of  the  Delaware.  Count  Zinzendorf,  then  on  a 
missionary  tour  in  America,  visited  this  place  and 
lodged  in  a  log  house,  attached  to  which  was  a 
stable.  From  this  circumstance,  the  name  of  Beth¬ 
lehem  was  given  to  the  settlement. 

The  Count  was  undoubtedly  pre-eminently  fitted 
for  a  pioneer  in  the  cause.  He  is  represented  to 
have  been  one  of  the  most  extraordinary  divines 
that  has  appeared  sinc^q  the  Re^m-mation ;  a  man 
genius,  niKi  «7xtcnaiTe  trcij^uli'ciiiciiis  j  anun  BDUntr, ' 
though  perhaps  eccentric  theologian.  In  manner, 
ardent,  and  of  that  frank  address  to  which  the  de¬ 
signing  vulgar  sometimes  attribute  shallowness. 

In  his  portrait,he  is  dressed  in  a  plain, single  breasted 
coat,  a  mantle  partially  thrown  over  the  shoulder, 
and  a  white  cravat  gathered  in  a  simple  fold.  The 
hair  dark,  smoothly  parted  on  the  left  side,  and 
hanging  in  graceful  ringlets  down  the  neck  and 
shoulders.  The  forehead  high  and  even ;  eye  pen¬ 
etrating  ;  nose  long  and  aquiline ;  mouth  large,  but 
well  formed,  and  the  general  expression,  highly 
intellectual,  denoting  purity  of  thought  and  benev¬ 
olence.  VVhen  hue,  hetiaveled  much  ainongthe 
Indians,  generally  on  horseback,  but  not  unfre- 
quently  on  foot.  Once  or  twice  he  narrowly  es¬ 
caped  being  slain  by  them. 

No  people  have  probably  done  so  much  in  the 
cause  of  missions,  in  proportion  to  their  means,  as 
the  Moravians.  The  suffeiiiigs  and  devotedness  of 
their  missionaries,  have  been  without  a  parallel ; 
and  many  interesting  anecdotes  are  given  of  them. 
They  have  gone  forth  single  handed,  and  unknown, 
among  the  slave  population  of  the  West  Indies, 
the  sour,  licentious  hordes  of  Greenland,  and  the 
savages  of  our  own  country.  In  some  instances 
ten,  in  others,  nearly  fifty  years  have  elapsed  ere 
they  saw  any  fruit;  yet  they  continued  to  labor, 
full  of  faith,  and  struggling  against  misrepresenta¬ 
tion,  suffering,  and  loss  of  life. 

The  total  number  of  missionaries,  with  their 
wives,  employed  in  1838,  was  230.  These  had 
51,000  souls  under  their  care,  of  whom  16,000 
were  communicants.  Owing  to  their  simple  mode 
of  living,  and  the  practice  in  some  instances  of  sup¬ 
porting  themselves  by  personal  labor,  this'  great 
scheme  of  missionary  effort  has  been  conducted  on 
a  very  economical  scale.  The  annual  outlay  of 
the  society  for  the  support  of  their  forty-two  sta¬ 
tions,  pensions  to  retired  missionaries,  and  widows, 
and  the  education  and  apprenticing  of  their  chil¬ 
dren,  and  other  expenses,  amounts  to  about  $50,- 
000. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  United  States  sever¬ 
al  societies  of  Moravians,  besides  their  independent 
communities;  but  as  they  do  not  come  under  their 
social  regulations,  cannot  in  the  fullest  sense  be 
considered  as  belonging  to  them.  Their  commu¬ 
nities  are  at  Bethlehem,  Nazareth  and  Litiz,  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  at  Salem  in  North  Carolina. 

Bethlehem,  their  largest  community,  has  about 
one  thousand  inhabitants,  who  are  mainly  of  Ger¬ 
man  descent,  and  speak  and  worship  in  that  lan¬ 
guage.  The  village  is  romantically  located,  com 
pactly  built,  and  combines  the  attractions  of  both 
city  and  country.  Their  government  is  adminis¬ 
tered  by  a  board,  elected  biennially.  The  land 
belongs  to  the  society,  and  is  let  out  for  building 
lots  and  other  purposes,  at  a  trifling  annual  rent. 
This  enables  them  to  keep  their  village  free  from 
all  unworthy  persons;  but  they  ever  admit  the 
temporary  residence  of  such  as  are  willing  to  con¬ 
form  to  their  external  regulations.  The  inhabit¬ 
ants  arc  engaged  in  the  usual  mechanical,  mercan¬ 
tile,  and  agricultural  employments ;  and  some  have 
acquired  considerable  propeity.  It  was  formerly 
the  custom  here,  and  is  still  in  Germany,  to  have 
.separate  establishments  for  such  as  had  not  fami¬ 
lies,  viz;  the  single  brethren's  house,  for  young 
men  and  apprentices,  where  they  lived  and  carried 
on  their  respective  employments  —  the  sisters' 
house,  for  the  abode  of  unmarried  females — and  the 
widows'  house.  But  as  the  society  has  increased 
in  wealth,  the  necessity  for  them  has  vanished,  and 
I  believe  they  do  not  now  exist  anywhere  in  the 
Union. 

The  young  of  both  sexes  were  not  then  gene¬ 
rally  allowed  to  associate.  When  a  young  man 
wished  to  marry,  he  would  hand  in  the  name  of 
the  lady  to  the  board  of  elders.  If  judged  im¬ 
proper,  from  pecuniary  disability,  or  other  reasons, 
recourse  was  had  to  the  lot  to  decide  the  question. 
This  was  always  entered  upon  with  solemnity, 
and  preceded  by  prayer.  If  favorable,  the  young 
lady  had  the  usual  privilege  of  giving  the  negative. 
In  extraordinary  cases  it  is  even  now  resorted  tO' 
for  instance,  when  a  young  lady  receives  propo¬ 
sals  of  marriage  from  a  missionary,  and  is  undeci¬ 
ded,  she  sometimes  lequests  the  lot  to  be  taken. 

Meetings  are  held  every  evening  in  the  week. 
Sunday  mornings  the  litany  is  read,  and  a  sermon 
delivered  in  the  church:  services  are  also  per¬ 
formed  in  the  evening.  Certain  festival  days,  such 
as  Easter,  Pentecost,  Christmas,  &c.  are  celebra¬ 
ted.  As  usual  among  the  Germans,  great  attention 
is  paid  to  music ;  almost  every  dwelling  has  its 
piano,  and  it  forms  one  of  the  most  interesting  fea¬ 
tures  of  their  public  worship.  Before  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  they  have  a  love  feast,  when  all  assemble 
expressly  to  lirten  to  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
interspersed  with  hymns,  in  which  the  con^^rega- 


tion  join,  while  they  partake  of  a  cup  of  coffee, 
tea,  or  chocolate,  and  light  cakes,  in  token  of  fel¬ 
lowship  and  brotherly  union.  Eastey  morning  is 
devoted  to  a  solemnity  of  a  peculiar  kind.  At 
sunrise  the  congregation  assemble  in  the  grave 
yard;  a  service,  accompanied  by  music,  is  cele¬ 
brated,  expressive  of  the  joyful  hopes  ot  immor¬ 
tality  and  resurrection,  and  a  solemn  commemo¬ 
ration  of  those  who  in  the  course  of  the  laE  year 
have  gone  to  heaven. 

Soon  as  a  person  dies,  the  event  is  announced 
by  solemn  instrumental  music,  from  a  band  sta¬ 
tioned  in  the  church  tower.  Different  tones  are 
played,  signifying  the  age,  sex  and  condition  of 
the  deceased ;  so  it  is  then  usually  known  who  is 
dead.  These  decUh  hymns,  sounding  u  they  often 
do,  upon  the  still  morning  or  evening  air,  muE 
have  a  singularly  melancholy  effect  upon  the  hear¬ 
er,  reminding  him  that  he  too  is  mortal  Their 
funeral  services  are  usually  performed  in  church; 
from  thence  the  congregation  inarch  to  the  grave, 
preceded  by  a  band  of  music.  If  the  deceased  is  a 
female,  the  ladies  follow  firrt  after  the  coffin;  if  a 
male,  the  i  averse.  They  consider  death  as  no  evil, 
but  the  entrance  to  eternal  bliss,  and  therefore  do 
not  mourn  for  friends,  or  wear  insignia  of  grief 
In  alluding  to  the  departed,  they  use  the  expres¬ 
sion,  “  heim  gehen,”  signifying  that  they  have 
goru  home.  The  grave-yard,  like  most  of  this  de¬ 
nomination,  is  laid  out  as  a  garden,  and  planted 
with  trees,  under  which  are  seats  for  visitors.  The 
graves  are  devoid  of  the  disagreeable  coffin-like 
shape  of  our  own ;  but  resemble  flower  beds,  and 
in  many  cases  are  covered  with  myrtle  and  other 
ornamental  plants.  The  monuments  are  small 
slabs  laid  horizontally  upon  the  graves,  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  uppermost,  and  beating  simply  the  name,  age 
and  place  of  decease.  The  following  is  a  speci¬ 
men  :

In  reply  to  the  wrongs  and  evils  of  slavery,  we 
are  told  that  slaves  are  well  fed,  well  clothed,  at 
least  better  than  the  peasantry  and  operatives  in 
many  other  countries;  and  this  is  gravely  adduced 
as  a  vindication  of  slavery.  A  man  capable  of 
ottering  it,  ought,  if  any  one  ought,  to  be  reduced 
to  bondage.  A  man,  who  think*  food  and  raiment 
a  compensation  for  liberty,  who  would  counsel 
men  to  sell  themselves,  to  become  property,  to  give 
up  all  rights  and  power  over  themselves,  for  a 
daily  mess  of  pottage,  however  savory,  is  a  slave 
in  heart.  He  has  lost  the  spirit  of  a  man,  aud 
would  be  less  wronged  than  other  men,  if  a  slave’s 
collar  were  welded  round  his  neck. 

The  domestic  slave  is  well  fed,  we  are  told,  and 
so  are  the  domestic  animals.  A  nobleman’s  ^rse 
in  England  is  better  lodged  and  more  pampered 
than  the  operatives  in  Manchester.  The  grain 
which  the  horse  consumes,  might  support  a  starv¬ 
ing  family.  How  sleek  and  shining  his  coat! 
How  gay  and  rich  his  caparison !  But  why  is  he 
thus  curried  and  pampered,  and  bedecked  1  To 
M  bitted  and  curbed;  and  then  to  be  mounted  by 
his  master,  who  arms  himself  with  whip  and  spur 
to  put  the  animal  to  his  speed;  and  if  any  accident 
mar  his  strength  or  swiftness,  he  is  sold  from  hi* 
luxuriant  stall  to  be  flayed,  overworked,  and  hast¬ 
ened  out  of  life  by  the  merciless  drayman.  So^ 
pose  the  nobleman  should  say  to  the  hslfstarved, 
ragged  operative  of  Manchester,  “  I  will  gi«  np 
my  horse,  and  feed  and  clothe  you  with  like  sumn- 
tuousness,  on  condition  that  I  may  mount  you  ffnuy 
with  lash  and  spurs,  and  sell  yon  when  I  can  make 
a  profitable  bargain.”  Would  you  have  the  o|M- 
rative,  for  the  sake  of  good  fere  and  cltHhes,  take 
the  lot  of  the  brute  ?  or  in  other  vrords,  l^ome  a 
slave?  What  reply  would  the  heart  of  an  Old 
England  or  New  Engfend  laborer  make  to  sui^ 
a  pfoposal?  and  yetif  there  be  nnjr  soundne*.  us 
the  argument  drawn  from  ihe  slave’s  comforts,  hn 
ought  to  accept  it  thankfully  and  greedily.

Mimnainrt  Steam  Engine. — The  Norfolk  Beacon  says,

nu  Rev.  George  Scott  has  been  compelled  to  leave 
Sweden.  Communications  sent  home  by  a  Swede,  who 
heard  his  addresses  in  this  country,  produced  a  tremendous 
excitement  against  him — bis  chapel  was  mobbed,  influ¬ 
ential  men  of  the  government  wrote  pnolicly  against  him, 
and  he  found  it  necessary  to  retire.  We  have  not  learned 
that  any  one  takes  his  place. 

NoUe. — Miss  Martineau,  the  distinguished  authoress, 
is  in  straitened  circumstances.  A  pension  of  about  S800 
per  annum  has  been  proffered  her  by  the  government. 
She  responded  to  the  premier,  that  she  could  not  under¬ 
stand  his  right  to  bestow  the  public  money  at  his  plea¬ 
sure,  when  the  poor  of  England  are  suffering  for  bread, 
and  that  she  was  willing  to  work  for  her  livelihood.

Harriet  Jarvis,  while  preparing  to  go  to  bed  in  the  attic 
in  a  state  of  intoxication,  fetched  a  lurch  against  the  sill 
of  an  open  window  (which  stood  only  knee  high  from  the 
floor),  and  being  unable  to  recover  her  equilibrium, 
pitched  out  and  fell  about  14  feet  upon  the  hard  ground 
below,  and  broke  her  neck.  She  was  carried  into  the 
house  in  a  state  of  insensibility,  and  died  shortly  after— 
an  awful  end  indeed  to  a  most  wretched  life !  She  was 
26  years  of  age. — Norfolk  Herald. 

Nauvoo,  the  Mormon  Capital. — The  city  of  Nauvoo  now 
contains  10,000  inhabitants,  and  is  rapidly  increasing. 
They  have  two  extensive  steam  saw-mills,  a  large  steam 
flouring  mill — a  tool  factory,  on  a  handsome  scale — a 
foundry — and  a  company  of  considerable  wealth  from 
Staffordshire,  (England,)  who  are  establishing  the  manu¬ 
factures  of  the  English  china-ware.  They  have  many 
extensive  public  buildings  in  the  course  of  construction, 
besides  the  famous  Temple,  and  there  are  a  very  large 
number  of  good  houses  and  stores  in  the  progress  of  con¬ 
struction. 

Palher  Mathew  in  Scotland. — On  the  20th  August,  Fa¬ 
ther  Mathew,  the  great  Apostle  of  Temperance,  arrived 
at  Glasgow,  Scotland.  On  the  same  day,  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  a  whiskey  distillery  blew  up,  destroying  the  walls 
and  throwing  the  whole  building  into  a  mass  of  ruins, 
without  injuring  the  adjoining  house,  in  which  a  tempe¬ 
rance  paper  is  published.  Both  events  are  chronicled  in 
the  same  paper,  and  one  paragraph  follows  the  other. 

Fruits  of  Despotism. — Mr.  William  Martin  was  killed 
on  the  5th  inst.  by  his  overseer,  a  man  named  Tilly,  near 
his  plantation,  in  Salem  county,  N.  Carolina.  Tilly  was 
engaged,  with  Martin’s  slaves,  in  procuring  some  tim¬ 
ber,  and  Martin  having  gone  out  to  examine  the  opera¬ 
tion,  some  misunderstanding  or  altercation  took  place 
between  them,  which  resulted  in  Tilly  knocking  Mar¬ 
tin’s  brains  out  with  the  butt  of  a  gun. 

Large  Boiler, — A  real  mammoth  boiler— the  largest, 
we  are  told,  ever  built  in  the  United  States— has  just  been 
turned  out  of  the  foundery  of  A.  Birbeck  &  Son,  and  may 
now  be  seen  near  the  Fulton  Ferry.  It  is  22  feet  long, 
16  wide,  and  9  high,  and  weighs  70,901  pounds,  with 
steam  drum  and  smoke  pipe  attached ;  it  is  intended  for 
the  steamship  formerly  known  as  the  Columbia,  which 
plied  between  this  port  and  Charleston,  and  will  be  ship¬ 
ped  on  board  the  Hellespont,  for  Havana. — Brooklyn 
Eagle. 

A  Voyager.  —  Capt.  Clement  Norton,  of  Edgartown, 
Martha’s  Vineyard,  has  assisted  in  taking  thirty-eight 
thou.sand  and  ibrty  barrels  of  oil ;  has  made  fourteen 
Souih  Sea  voyages  in  twenty-six  years,  twelve  of  them 
in  the  capacity  of  master;  has  sailed  over  a  million  of 
miles,  and  never  cost  the  insurance  offices  a  farthing,  or 
lost  a  spar  larger  than  a  topsail  yard.  Capt.  Norton 
caught  the  first  whale,  the  oil  of  which  was  taken  to  Ed¬ 
gartown,  and  furthermore  he  is  a  staunch  democrat. —

The  question  of  aamitting  colored  men  to  vote  is  moot¬ 
ed  in  the  Rhode  Island  Convention  for  framing  a  Con- 
stitution.  They  were  permitted  jto  vote,  it  appears,  for 
delegates  to  the  Convention,  but  there  is  a  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  to  extending  the  right  of  suffrage  to  them  in  the 
Coustituiion 

On  Sunday  week,  at  New-Orleans,  a  Mr.  McCormic, 
his  wife,  and  his  child,  victims  of  the  yellow  fever,  were 
buried  at  the  same  time,  in  the  same  grave. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reed  Keith,  Professor  of  Systematic  Di¬ 
vinity  in  the  Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  at  George¬ 
town  ,  D.  C.,  and  the  able  translator  of  Hengstenberg’s 
Christology,  died  at  Sheldon,  Vt.  on  the  3d  inst. 

Letters  from  the  Sandwich  Islands  state  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  have  determined  to  charge  a  duty  on  all  mer 
chandize  imported  into  these  Islands  afier  January  1st. 
1843.  The  charge  will  be  three  per  cent,  if  consumed  at 
the  Islands;  if  landed  and  re-shipped,  one  half  per  cent. 
On  specie  exported,  three  per  cent. 

Mr.  William  Colsey,  an  aged  inhabitant  of  this  city, 
in  crossing  the  Park  on  the  20th  ult.  fell  into  the  excava 
tion  made  for  the  new  fountain,  and  fractured  his  leg 
We  understand  that  Mr.  C.  has  directed  proceedings  to 
be  commenced  against  the  Corporation  for  damages.  I 
An  Englishman  by  the  name  of  Dillum,  employed  in 
Fisher’s  mill  at  Morganville,  Greene  co.,  N.  Y.,  was  re¬ 
cently  killed  by  being  drawn  under  the  water  whe^. 

Mr.  Ebenezer  Hawks,  of  Charlemont,  Mass.,  was  killed 
in  a  very  sudden  manner  on  the  17th  ult.,  from  the  kick¬ 
ing  of  a  horse  that  had  become  frightened  and  somewhat 
difficult  to  manage. 

On  Tuesdaylast,  says  the  Concord  (N.  H.)Statesman,  as 
a  drove  of  fifty  head  of  cattle  were  crossing  the  toll  bridge 
at  Hooksett,  it  broke  down,  and  the  whole  herd  fell 
among  the  rocks  in  the  bed  of  the  river.  Ten  were  killed 
and  wounded,  and  the  rest  were  able  to  be  driven  hence 
to  the  place  of  execution. 

The  loan  of  $250,000  7  per  cent,  for  the  State  of  New- 
York,  for  which  bids  were  to  be  opened  on  the  28th  ult, 
was,  we  learn,  not  taken,  only  $40,000  having  been  bid 
for  and  disposed  of  at  par.  The  whole  will  probably  be 
run  off  at  the  same  rate. 

Abram  Denny,  an  Oneida  Chief,  has  been  sentenced 
by  the  Oneida  Co.  General  Sessions  to  four  years  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  State  prison,  for  manslaughter.  The  de¬ 
ceased,  Solomon  Tucker,  jr.,  a  boatman,  died  at  Utica 
of  wounds  inflicted  in  an  affray  on  board  of  a  boat  at  Al¬ 
bany,  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Butterfield- the  de¬ 
fendant  preventing  aid  being  given,  and  aiding  But¬ 
terfield. 

The  Boston  police  on  Wednesday  captured  a  large 
gang  of  gamblers  on  board  a  sloop  lying  at  the  wharf,  and 
lodged  them  in  the  House  of  Correction. 

The  grand  jury  of  Philadelphia  on  the  29th  ult.  found  a 
true  bill  against  a  man  named  John  Mullock,  It  is  al¬ 
leged  he  pushed  a  man  named  Frederick  Silvernagle  into 
the  Delaware,  from  Vine  street  wharf,  at  a  late  hour  of 
the  night,  by  which  means  he  was  drowned. 

On  the  24ih  ult.,{in  Jerusalem,  Yates  co..  New  York, 
while  Mr.  Smith  Roat,  aged  about  30  years,  was  engaged 
in  unloading  hay  at  his  bam  from  an  ox  cart,  the  oxen 
suddenly  started  and  ran  out,  and  one  of  the  wheels  ran 
off  the  log  way,  which  threw  Mr.  R.  from  the  load,  and 
in  lulling,  the  pitchfork,  which  he  held  in  his  hand,  went 
into  his  side  near  the  heart.  He  survived  but  a  few  min¬ 
utes. 

The  Cincinnati  papers  state  that  a  farmer,  after  stand- 
ing  all  day  in  the  market,  one  day  last  week,  with  a  load 
of  potatoes,  wi  ihont  finding  a  purchaser,  took  them  to 
Covington,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  on  his  way 
home,  and  sold  them  for  six  and  a  quarter  cents  a  bushel 
Cheaper  than  that  nobody  need  desire.

The  Grand  Jury  of  Philadelphia  returned  on  the  1st 
instant,  a  true  bill  for  murder  against  young  Alexander, 
for  the  killing  of  the  broker  Lougee.

Thursday  evening  last  at  Diumraondsville,  Canada,  by 
Mr.  Robinson,  U.  S.  Marshal,  and  Deputy  Sheriff  Smith, 
and  Mr.  Patterson,  P.  O.  Agent.  The  officers  received 
assistance  from  the  Canadian  authorities. 

Dr.  Channing,says  the  Boston  Transcript  of  Saturday, 
is  lying  dangerously  ill  at  Bennington,  Vt. 

A  son  of  Mr.  Dickinson,  at  Fredonia,  Chauiauque  co. 
was  shot  through  the  head  by  the  accidental  discharge  of 
a  gun  into  the  barrel  of  which  he  was  carelessly  blowing. 

There  are  now  living,  in  Barre,  nine  children  of  the 
late  Nehemiah  Allen,  (who  himself  survived  fourscore 
and  five  years)  the  youngest  of  whom  is  now  upwards  of 
seventy-one  years. 

A  man  named  Wm.  S.  Bowman,  charged  with  biga¬ 
my  in  Connecticut,  was  recently  delivered  up  bv  Massa¬ 
chusetts  to  the  Governor  of  New-Hampshire.  He  esca¬ 
ped  from  the  officers  while  on  his  way  to  New-Hamp¬ 
shire. 

Hon.  Nathan  Appleton,  the  member  of  Congress  from 
the  Boston  district,  has  resigned  his  .seat.  A  new  elec¬ 
tion  will  take  place  on  the  day  of  the  State  election.  Mr. 
Winthrop  will  probably  take  his  place. 

The  County  bridge  and  the  Reading  Railroad  bridge 
over  Mill  Creek,  in  Montgomery  county.  Pa.,  were  con¬ 
sumed  on  Tuesday  night.  The  two  bridges  were  imme¬ 
diately  adjoining  each  other.  It  wa.s  the  work  of  an  in¬ 
cendiary,  who  was  detected  and  caught,  but  succeeded  in 
getting  away. 

The  Government  of  New  Grenada  pas.sed  a  decree  on 
the  4ih  of  August,  con.senting  that  the  remains  of  Simon 
Bolivar,  now  entombed  at  Santa  Martha,  be  delivered  to 
Commissioners  from  Venezuela,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
conveyed  to  Caraccas. 

A  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded  between  Bolivia  and 
Peru,  on  the  7th  June,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Chili ;  and  it  has  probably  been  ratified  by  both 
Governments  ere  this  lime. 

The  Dansville  (Livingston  co.)  Republican  of  the  22d 
ult.  says :  “  It  has  not  rained  quite  forty  days,  but  the  coun¬ 
try  is  literally  afloat.  The  bridges  in  the  narrow  vallies 
are  nearly  all  carried  off— thousands  and  thousands  of 
bushels  of  oats  have  been  swept  away  by  the  floods,  and 
rotted  in  the  fields — and  it  it  continues  much  longer,  the 
farmers  may  despair  of  getting  their  wheat  iu  the  ground 
this  fail.” 

Mr.  Walsh,  the  Paris  correspondent  of  the  National 
Intelligencer,  has^seen  an  official  report  of  the  accidents 
by  vehicles  in  Paris  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  pres- 
entyear;  twelve  persons  were  killed, and  three  hundred 
and  eighty-one  more  or  less  injured.  The  report  for  1841 
gives  seventeen  deaths,  and  four  hundred  and  twelve  ca¬ 
ses  of  injury. 

A  murder  of  a  most  brutal  character  was  committed  in 
Groton,  Mass.,  on  the  2d  inst.,  by  a  man  named  Daus. 
The  circumstances  are  as  follows:  A  Mr.  Jonathan 
Lawrence  went  into  Daus’s  house,  where  he  found  him 
cruelly  beating  a  little  child  of  his  wife’s  by  a  former  hus¬ 
band,  and  on  Lawrence’s  interfering,  Daus  turned  upon 
him  and  beat  and  bruised  him  in  a  most  shocking  '"'anner, 
causing  his  death  before  morning.  Daus  is  in  c\  siody 
for  the  murder. 

The  Pittsburg  Post  gives  a  list  of  eleven  iron  works, 
which  are  now,  or  will  be  in  a  short  time,  in  operation, 
The  paper  states  that  all  the  workmen  will  be  employed, 
Dut  at  wages  lower  than  formerly.

Mr.  Cushing  arrived  at  Newburyport,  Ms.  on  the  29th 
ult.  Several  hundred  citizens  had  assembled  at  the  rail¬ 
road  depot  in  anticipation  of  his  arrival,  and  gave  him  a 
cordial  welcome.  A  temporary  stand  was  erected  in  the 
car  house,  from  whence  he  addressed  the  citizens,  during 
which  he  stated  that  he  came  among  them  ardently  de¬ 
siring  to  lay  before  them,  at  the  earliest  oporiuniiy,  a 
brief  history  and  exposition  of  the  events  of  the  last  18 
months 

During  the  year  ending  the  1st  inst.  108,6.39  bales  of 
cotton  were  imported  at  Boston ;  which  is  about  30,000 
bales  less  than  were  imported  the  preceding  year, 

Mrs.  Mullen,  a  market  huckster,  was  killed  at  Balti 
more,  on  Friday  evening,  by  being  run  over  by  a  railroad 
car. 

The  St.  Louis  Grand  Jury  have  found  true  bills  against 
Jatnes  McLean  and  Henry  Johnson,  for  the  murder  of 
Maj.  Gabriel  F .  Floyd,  at  his  house  near  that  city,  on  the 
10th  of  August. 

A  Convention  of  delegates  will  assemble  at  Washing¬ 
ton,  in  December  next,  with  the  object  of  memorializing 
Congress  to  reorganize  the  militia  of  the  Union. 

The  Springfield  (Ms.)  Gazette  states  that  an  unusual 
degree  of  sickness  prevails  there,  chiefly  inflammatory 
typhus  fever.  ^ 

**'*yM*'s.  daughter  of  Mr.  Adams 
of  Milo,Yates  county,  was  almost  instantly  killed  on  Mon¬ 
day  the  19ih  ult.  She  was  with  her  father  in  a  saw  mill 
where  he  was  at  work,  and  while  lying  on  the  carriage 
her  head  came  in  contact  with  the  stud  and  head-block 
which  caused  her  death  in  a  few  minutes. 

Dr.  Hugh  Caldwell,  ot  45  Walker  street,  N.  Y  was 
arrested  on  the  3rd  instant,  on  a  bench  warrant  issued  by 
the  authorities  ot  Westchester  county,  charged  with  man¬ 
slaughter  in  the  first  degree.  He  was  the  doctor  who  at¬ 
tended  the  fight,  and  lanced  McCoy’s  eyes  in  order  that 
he  might  fight  longer. 

The  Natchez  Courier,  speaking  of  the  tobacco  crop  of 
Mississippi,  says Gentlemen  who  are  familiar  with 
the  ankle,  estimate  the  quantity  produced  in  this  State 
last  year,  at  from  14,000  to  15,000  hhds.  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  increased  production  of  the  present  year  will  be 
from  3,000  to  4,000  hhds.” 

About  3  o’clock  on  the  30th  ult.  a  fire  broke  out  in  a  dis¬ 
tillery  at  Black  Rock  dam,  Buffalo.  The  oil  mill  and 
oakum  works  of  Messrs.  Smith  &  Howland,  and  the 
iron  foundry  and  mechanics’  shops  of  Mr.  Gelston  were 
entirely  destroyed.  Total  loss  $10,000.  ’ 

The  Irish  fellow-citizens  of  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Mc- 
Neven,  of  New-York,  are  taking  preliminary  steps  lor  the 
erection  of  a  splendid  monument  to  his  memory. 

The  number  of  bricks  manufactured  in  Philadelph._ 
and  its  vicinity  this  year,  is  more  than  7,000,000  less  than 
last  year,  when  58,6^,000  were  turned  out 

The  house  of  Rev.  Jasou  Chapin,  Principal  of  the 
High  School  in  Geneseo,  III.,  was  burned  on  the  llih  of 
June  last.  Some  of  the  famil^r  were  rescued  from  the 
flames  with  difficulty,  and  but  little  else  was  saved.  Loss 
$2500,  no  insurance 

The  Peru  (Ind.)  Gazette  of  Sept.  17th,  announces  the 
death  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Wheeler,  member  elect  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  from  Marshall  and  Fulton  counties 
He  was  a  democrat. 

A  conkshell  was  recently  found  when  boring  for  pure 
water  in  Market  Square,  Norfolk,  Va.  at  the  depth  of 
seventy-two  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  earth.  It  was 
of  a  large  size,  and  the  enamel  on  the  inside  perfect,  dii 
fering  somewhat  from  those  of  the  present  day,  in  being 
very  curiously  surmounted  with  ridges  or  waves  curving 
raund  the  shell. 

The  las*  Grand  Jury  of  New-York  acted  on  222  com 
plaints,  of  which  they  dismissed  54,  and  found  158  bills, 
the  greatest  number  ever  found  in  this  court  by  any  Grand 
Jury,  within  our  remembrance.  There  are  now  290  in 
dictments  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Auomey,  and 
the  calendar  for  trial. 

Vermont,  with  a  population  of  over  291,000,  has  five 
representatives  in  our  present  Congress ;  gnd  South  Caro> 
lina,  with  a  free  population  of  less  than  2^/100,  has  ninx. 
The  surplus  revenue  in  i836  was  distributed  in  a  like 
manner,  and  while  each  citizen  of  Massachusetts  received 
$2  92,  the  citizens  of  South  Carolina  received  $5  75,  and 
the  cilizena  of  Louisiana  $6. 


Thursday,  the  24th  of  November,  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
annual  Thanksgiving. 

It  is  said  that  one  of  the  most  extensive  smelting  esta¬ 
blishments  of  lead  in  Missouri  have,  for  several  months 
past,  in  fact  for  nearly  a  year  pasb  been  shipping  the  en¬ 
tire  proceeds  of  their  furnaces  to  Europe.  The  price  for 
which  the  lead  sells  in  the  European  market,  with  the 
exchange  thereon,  has  yielded  a  larger  profit  than  the 
Western  lead  sent  to  the  Eastern  market. 

Dickinson,  who  was  convicted  at  Bristol,  R.  I.,  for 
breaking  into  the  tomb  of  the  D’Wolf  family,  and  also  of 
an  assault  and  batterv,  with  intent  to  kill,  was  sentenced 
on  both  indictments,  to  four  years  imprisonment  in  the 
State  prison. 

Mr.  Rosevelt,  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  city  of 
New-York,  has  been  called  to  part  with  four  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  in  eleven  months — the  fourth  died  after  his  return 
from  Washington.  Notwithstanding  this  sore  aflliction, 
during  the  long  session,  he  was  not  a  single  day  absent 
from  his  place. 

There  is  a  great  excitement  existing  in  Erie,  Warren, 
and  several  other  of  the  western  counties  ol  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  by  the  discovery  that  the  S'ate  has  a  lien  on  a  large 
quantity  of  the  land  which  has  been  purchased  by  the  set- 
ileis  in  that  region.  It  is  advertised  forsalejat  Pittsburgh 
on  the  24ih  of  October,  in  pursuance  of  a  decree  of  the 
“  Nicholson  Court”— a  tribunal  established  for  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  claims  against  “  John  Nicholson,”  the  former 
nominal  proprietor  of  the  lands  in  question. 

The  Vicksburg  (Miss.)  papers  say  that  no  yellow  fe¬ 
ver  has  occurred  there  yet.  In  the  mean  time,  the  citi¬ 
zens  seem  divided  in  opinion  about  the  propriety  of  estab¬ 
lishing  a  quarantine.  The  Mayor  and  a  majority  are  for 
a  quarantine— the  doctors  and  a  minority  are  against  it. 

The  number  of  applicants  in  Connecticut  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  bankrupt  law  is  1050. 

The  western  portion  of  Michigan  is  said  to  be  more 
healthy  this  season  than  it  has  been  known  to  be  any  pre¬ 
vious  year  since  its  settlement.  The  farmers  there  are 
still  holding  back  their  wheat,  under  the  hope  that  it  will 
soon  bring  a  higher  price. 

Two  females  were  brought  before  the  criminal  court 
of  Philadelphia,  a  few  days  since,  on  a  charge  of  eaves¬ 
dropping,  and  bound  over  to  answer  the  charge. 

A  stone,  weighing  half  a  ton,  fell  in  Harrowgate,  Eng. 
a  few  weeks  since.  It  was  warm  to  the  touch  when  first 
examined.  It  fell  during  a  rain  storm,  and  was  seen  by 
numbers,  who  describe  the  noise  it  made  in  descending 
as  if  a  thousand  people  were  hissing  at  once.  It  was 
found  to  be  composed  of  basalt,  with  small  particles  of 
flint  and  album  grsecum. 

It  appears  by  the  last  census  that  there  were  759  per¬ 
sons  in  the  United  States  over  100  years  of  age. 

The  amount  subscribed  in  Canada  for  the  rebuilding 
of  Brock’s  Monument,  which  was  blown  up  during  the 
troubles  of  1837  8,  is  £3200,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  £1800. 
For  the  latter  amount,  application  it  to  be  made  to  the 
Provincial  Parliament. 

The  Nantucket  marine  camels  have  at  last  succeeded 
in  taking  a  large  ship  over  the  bar,  without  accident. 

The  earnings  of  the  New- Haven  and  Hartford  railroad 
for  the  past  year  were  $90,000;  expenses  $30,0(K);  entire 
debt  $148,000. 

The  Mexican  dogs  are  spoken  of  as  remarkably  saga¬ 
cious  and  gentle,  and  control  large  flocks  of  sheep  with 
wonderful  ease.  The  sheep  are  not  at  all  alarmed  by 
them,  and  if  one  gets  out  of  the  way,  the  dog  takes  it  by 
the  ear  and  brings  it  back  to  the  flock,  without  injury. 

The  Governor  of  Massachusetts  has  appointed  Mon¬ 
day  the  I4th  of  November,  (the  day  of  the  General  Elec¬ 
tion,)  for  a  second  trial  in  thj  Ninth  District,  for  choice 
of  a  Representative  in  Congress,  in  place  of  William  S. 
Hastings,  deceased. 

The  Providence  Journal  states  that  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  will  probably  apply  for  the  amount  expended  in 
the  recent  insurrection  iu  that  State,  to  be  refunded  to  her 
by  the  General  Government.  Her  claim  will  probably 
be  based  on  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  which  guar¬ 
anties  to  each  of  the  States  security  from  domestic  insur¬ 
rection. 

Alexander  Kyle,  aged  30  years,  a  Philadelphia  weaver, 
who  had  been  on  a  drunken  frolick  for  a  week,  commit¬ 
ted  suicide  in  that  city  recently,  by  drowning  himself  in 
the  Schuylkill. 

The  Hon.  Jeremiah  Smith,  of  Exeter,  N.H.  a  Repre¬ 
sentative  in  Congress  from  that  State  more  than  half  a 
century  ago.  Governor  of  N.H.  in  1809,  and  for  manv 
vearsChief  Justice  of  the  State,died  on  the 21st  inst.  aged 
R3  years.  Within  a  few  weeks  three  brothers,  as  well  as 
a  beloved  nephew  and  niece  of  the  deceased,  have  prece¬ 
ded  him  to  the  tomb. 

The  Bank  of  France  has  in  her  vaults.  It  is  said,  800 
barrels  of  five  france  pieces,  each  barrel  containing  50,- 
(KK)  francs,  or  about  $10,000.  The  gold  is  packed  away 
in  leaden  cates,  containing  20,000  bags  of  1,0C0  francs 
each— in  the  neighborhood  of  four  millions  of  dollars  in 
each  ca.se — and  it  is  represented  that  an  entire  apartment 
in  the  vaulted  apartment  is  filled  with  these  cases,  some 
of  which  have  not  been  opened  for  40  years. 

Gov.  Seward  has  issued  his  proclamation  offering  a 
reward  ot  $150  for  the  apprehension  of  each  of  the  mis¬ 
creants  who  broke  into  the  house  of  Henry  E.  Rochester, 
of  Rochester,  on  the  raorningof  the  17th  inst.  The  Mayor 
of  Rochester  has  offered  $250,  and  the  Sheriff  $250. 

The  authorities  of  New-York  have  determined  on  Oct. 
14th  as  the  day  for  the  great  Croton  Water  Celebration. 
The  sum  of  $2000  was  appropriated  to  defray  incidental 
expanses. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  specie  now  in  the  banks  in 
the  city  ot  New-York,  is  over  $6,000,000,  and  ia  daily  in¬ 
creasing. 

Mr.  Nuttall,the  botanist,  whose  name  has  become  iden¬ 
tified  with  American  plants,  Has  lately  come  in  possession 
of  a  large  and  splendid  for  une,  estimated  at  £100,000 
sterling,  and  upward,  by  the  decease  ol  some  of  his  an¬ 
cestors  in  England. 

The  ship  America,  Capt.  Fisher,  arrived  at  New-Bed- 
ford  recently,  after  an  absence  of  twenty-six  months,  from 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  with  a  caigo  of  forty-seven  hundred 
barrels  of  oil,  {400  sperm)  and  45,000  pounds  of  whalebone. 
This  is  the  largest  cargo  ever  recorded  in  the  annals  ol 
the  whale  fishery  in  any  part  of  the  world. 

The  uiimber  of  births  id  France,  in  1839,  was  956,740; 

'  deaihs,*780,  600;  ol  marriages,  277,  840.  The  popu¬ 
lation  of  France  now  amounts  to  33,540,000.  Deaths  in 
Paris,  in  1840,  28,  294. 

The  gross  produce  of  the  copper  mines  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  during  the  twelve  mouths  ending  30[h  of  June, 
1842,  was  xi, 056,732.  The  sales  of  foreign  ores  amount¬ 
ed  to  £677,684. 

The  Papal  Calender  for  the  current  year  gives  the  fol- 
ing  items  of  intelligence.  The  present  Pope,  Gregory 
the  10th,  will  complete  his  '77th  year  on  the  I8th  of  this 
month— having  passed  into  the  11th  year  of  his  Papacy. 
There  are  now  60  Cardinals,  6  Cardinal  Bishops,  43  Car¬ 
dinal  Priests  and  U  Cardinal  Deacons — Rupi,  the  oldest 
Cardinal,  is  87,  and  Schwarizenberg,  the  youngest,  33. 
The  ages  of  all  the  Cardinals  make  3,580  years.

To  say  that  he  was  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  is 
but  faintly  to  express  the  regard  which  they  entertained  : 
he  was  universally  loved  and  honored.  Nowhere  could 
more  true  amiability  and  greatness  of  soul  be  found  united. 
Scrupulously  exact  in  ‘‘doing  justly”  to  all,  he  also  “loved 
mercy ;”  and  being  deeply  conscientious,  he  endeavored 
always  to  live  rather  in  the  fear  of  God  than  in  that  of 
man.  Thus  he  discharged  the  duties  of  life  with  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  activity,  and  tore  its  trials  with  submission  and 
in  faith.  As  one  who  was  honored  during  the  course  of 
his  life  with  many  offices  in  the  gift  of  his  fellow-citizens, 
if  he  did  not  give  universal  satisfaction,  he  was  universally 
believed  to  act  with  integrity  and  upiightness  of  aim.
